Prophets announce the inevitable spread 
of the conflict. They envage western powers 
and Soviet Russia in it, the latter some- 
timrcs a secret ally, sometimes an adversary 
of the Japanese. 

On the other hand, Europe itself faces 
war tomorrow, according to some widely 
circulated books. The disagreement over 
reparations has given rise to sinister rumors 
in every country. Here and there, factions 
are reveling with gloomy delight in dreams 
of violence and slaughter as a relief from 
their exasperation. 

Elsewhere rumors have been sewn or im- 
minent, sudden aggression, troops mobilized 
—-can it be true that war is at our gates? 

No. It is untrue that the Chino-Japanese 
struggle is fatally destined to kindle the 
world. The situation is dismal enough to 
make everyone try and end it as soon as 
possible; there is no necessity to make it appear more dra 
matic. As for Europe, the moment when that frightful thing 
—war—could begin again is far distant
